When at school, the tasks in which he ex-

tohim. As an author he refused to plead 
at the bar of criticism; as a man he would 
not submit to be morally amenable to the 
tribunal of public opinion. Remonstran- 
ces froma friend, of whose intentions and 
kindness he was secme, had often great 
weight with him; but there were few who 
could venture ona task so difficult. Re- 
proof he endured with impatience, and re- 
proach hardened him in his error; so that 
he often resembled the gali nt war steed, 
who rushes forward on te steel that 
wounds him, In the most painful crisis of 
his private life, he evinced this irritability 
and impatience of censure in such a degree 
as almost to resemble the noble victim of 
the bull fight, which is more maddened by 
the squibs, darts and petty annoyances, of 
the unworthy crowds beyond the lists, than 
by the lance of his nobler, and so to speak, 
his more legitimate antagonist. Ina word, 
mach of that in which he erred, was in bra- 
vade and scorn «f his censors, and was done 
with the motive of Drypen’s despot, “ to 
show his arbitrary power.” It is needless 
to say, that his was a false and prejudiced 
view of such a contest ; and that if the no- 
ble bard gained a sort of triumph by com- 
pelling the world to read poetry, though 
mixed with baser matter, because it was his 
he gave in return, an onworthy triumph to 
the unworthy, besides deep sorrow to those 
whose applause in his cooler moments he 
most valued. 

It was the same with his polities, which | 
on several occasions assumed a tone mena- 
cing and contemptuos to the constitution of 
his country ; while in fact, Lord Byron 
was in his own heart sufficiently sensible, 
not only of his privileges as a Briton, but 
of the distinction attending his high birth 
and rank, and was peculiarly sensitive of 
those shades which constitute what is term- 
ed the manners ofa gentleman. Indeed,

The most 
prodigal use did not exhaust his powers, 
nay, seemed rather to increase their vigor. 
Neither Childe Harolde, nor any of the 
most beautiful of Byron’s earlier iales, con- 
tain more exquisite morsels of poetry than 
are to be found scattered through the cantos 
of Don Juan, amidst verses which the au- 
thor appears to have thrown off with an 
effect as spontaneous, as that of a tree re- 
signing its leayesto the wind. But that 
noble tree will never more bear fruit or blos- 
som! It has been cut down in its strength, 
and the past is all that remains to us of By- 
ron. We can scarce reconcile ourselves 
to the idea—scarce think that the voice is 
silent forever, which, bursting so often on 
our ear, was often heard with raptusous ad-

foot of Liberty’s devoted sons, mine must 
be the humble effort of following far behind ; 
and, although denied the privilege of minis- 

tering at her altar, hoping to be admitted to 
render my devotions at the portal of her 
temple. 

Happily for you, my auditory, this day 
brings with it its own peculiar pleasures—my 
feeble effurts can add but little for yeur en- 
tertainment. 

What is the day we celebrate? It is 
our nation’s birth day !—Our political Sab- 

bath ; sanctified by that high moral achiev- 

ment, that dignified and ennobling declara- 
tion—* All men are created equal”——an as- 
servation which cost our fathers many a 
pang ; the maintainance of which cost ma- 
nya noble spirit.

exertions that the fire was at length arrested,al- 

ter raging with unabated fury for more than two 
| hours. ‘The last house burnt was separated only 
| by a brick wall from the nest, the wind blowing 
| directly upon it, and the out houses were princi- 
| pally ef wood. ‘The distant parts of the town 
| were at the same time in no small danger from 
the burning flakes which were carried an mmmense 
distance by the wind. We have already heard 
of a great number of places where the fire caught, 
but was put out before any considerable injury 
wasdone. We are not able to give a complete 
list of the sufferers; the following is all we have 
learned. On Chesnut street, the carpenter's shop 
and the 2 dwelling houses were owned and occu- 
pied by Messrs. Stoddard and Lincoln. On Che's 
street, Messrs. Bailey and Stanford kept a grece- 
ry shop at the carner of Beacon street, and two 
dwelling houses were occupied by Messrs. Griggs, 
Granger, Putney, Smith, ‘Tilden, and Misses 
Huse; the owners we do not know. On Beacon 
street, the houses were occupied by Messrs. Bry- 
ant, T'. Swett, H. G. Rice, \V. Minot, T. H. 
Carter, S. Austin, and S. Dean, and most ot 
them were owned by the eame gentlemen. A 
large proportion of the furniture was saved. It 
was carried upon the common, where a guard 
was soon formed for its protection. lamediately 
after the fire was subdued, Capt. Loring, of the 
New-England Guards, volunteered to furnish @ 
guard for this purpose, and issued his orders 
eccordingly ; and in forty minutes, 40 membew 
of his company were on the ground, and formed 
a line of sentinels around the property to be pro- 
tected. About 8 o'clock they were releived by 
the Independent tCades, who continued the pro- 
tection as long as it was needed. We have heart 
several reports as to the manner in which the 
fire caught. One account attributes it toa chim- 
ney—another to a cigar—and a third to boiling 
glue; but we do not know which is correct. It 
was doubtless accidental. —Reporlerys
